Three measures currently before the state 
legislature would prove of benefit to the Quad- 
Cities and the Illinois Metropolitan Area. They 
should be passed by the General Assembly and 
approved by Gov. Kerner. 

One proposal, voted unanimously by the 
House of Representatives, would divide the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary District in voting and 
representation. The larger county, currently St. 
Clair, would select three of the five trustees. The 
smaller county. Madison, would choose the other 
two trustees in a separate election tally. The 
measure obviously has much to recommend it; 
since Madison county—which pays about 40% of 
the levee district taxes—has had absolutely no 
representation on the board since the late 1950s. 

A second bill introduced in the House again 
would establish a Horseshoe Lake Area Commis¬ 
sion to study recreational needs. This would help 
to keep alive the state park proposal developed by 
a previous commission. 

The third legislative plan, adopted by the 
Illinois Senate, provides $37,500 for local metro¬ 
politan area planning, in addition to a $40,000 
federal grant and $20,000 pledged by Southwest¬ 
ern Illinois University for the same purpose.. 

Adequate planning, recreational facilities 
and governmental representation are vital to the 
future of this community and region. The three 
bills should be given “smooth sailing" at Spring-

University Construction Plan Is 
Only The First Of Several Phases 

Word that the three basic rounds of bidding 
on Southwestern Illinois University construction 
will take place in rapid succession this year is good 
news for those who hope to see the new campus 
open on schedule in September I 964. 

The $29,-500,000 development program, 
which may be augmented with funds for a rer 
ligious center, is significant in that it will establish 
the new four-year state university on its regular 
campus, accommodating 5000 students. But this 
will not finish the task, as indicated by the fact that 
entire floors in some of the first six buildings are 
to be left as shells for future completion. 

Vice-President Stephens estimates that anoth¬ 
er $82 million will be needed to handle the esti¬ 
mated additional enrollment of 11,000 to 15.000. 
Of this, $25 million has been requested. The soon¬ 
er the bond issue funds are utilized and the cam¬ 
pus is in operation, the quicker the state legisla¬ 
ture can be asked to give serious consideration to 
direct appropriations for the second major phase 
of construction. 

As said here before, it is not a question of 
balancing such future outlays between the state 
universities or between the various geographical 
regions of Illinois. This area is the lowest in the 
state in the percentage of students going to col¬ 
lege, principally because of the lack of a nearby 
state university. Substantial and continuing effort 
will be necessary to correct this inequity, and the 
provision of comparable educational opportu¬ 
nities throughout the state must be the only guide- 

Foes Should Halt Efforts 
To Sabotage County Zoning 

It is understandable that County Board mem¬ 
bers who fought zoning are disappointed at its 
passage. But it is the law of Madison county, and 
deserves a chance to go into effect as intended, 
unfettered by delaying and limiting actions. 

Time will provide the proof {hat zoning 
adoption was the wise step. Unfortunately, re¬ 
sentment over the issue has not yet subsided and 
could prove harmful. One of the measures to im¬ 
plement the ordinance carried by a wide margin, 
but the fee schedule won by only one vote. Now, 
appointment of an appeals board, without which 
zoning could not function, has been approved by 
only a 28iI5 margin. 

We are convinced that the zoning foes are 
wrong in their belief that the program will harm 
their constituents. If they will let it go into op¬ 
eration, they will be convinced, too. 

Selection of Howard Kaseberg, Nameoki 
township farmer, as vice-chairman of the appeals 
board provides a helpful link between the board 
and the zoning commission, which went out of 
existence with the adoption of its recommenda¬ 
tions.

In 1839—124 years ago—the 
Sangamon Journal of Springfield 
published a letter of one of 
the state’s leading businessmen. 
Thomas Hinde, written to Gov. 
Thomas Carlin. 

The letter read: “When the 
Constitution of Illinois was 
adopted, I approved of the bien¬ 
nial session; I am now convinced 
by the great changes produced 
by our vastly enlarged and ex¬ 
tended population, that annual 
sessions of the legislature are in- 
dispensible.” 

After 124 years, we still do not 
have the reform he suggested, 
and our state today really has a 
"vastly enlarged and extended 
population.” At the time he 
wrote that letter, for example, 
the Chicago population was 4800. 
According to the 1960 census, 
the Chicago population was 
3,550,404. 

Six-Month Sessions 

What happens now is that the 
legislature meets for Six months 
every two years. 

Between those sessions, legis¬ 
lative commissions work prepar¬ 
ing legislation for the next ses¬ 
sion, special sessions are occa¬ 
sionally called by the governor— 
and an election takes place. 

The legislature is the board of 
directors of the state. It woifld 
be ridiculous -for a one-million- 
dollar business not to have a 
boar of directors jneeting ex¬ 
cept every two years. And the 
state of Illinois is a three-billion- 
dollar business—more than 3000 
times as important financially as 
a million-dollar business, 'and 
much more important in the 
lives of many citizens. 

Makes Guesswork Necessary 

Now we must guess how many 
students there will be in the 
schools three years from now. 


Sometimes we have guessed cor¬ 
rectly; sometimes incorrectly. 

In the field of public aid, it is 
impossible to predict the employ¬ 
ment picture more than two 
years ahead of time, and yet that 
is the way we have to make up' 
our appropriations. 

Perhaps even more important 
than the budgetary field, there 
are laws passed in each session 
that clearly must be revised. 

Corrective Legislation 

We will have to work out the 
new judicial for example, 

and regardless of how hard we 
try, there are bound to be some 
"bugs” in the new procedure- 
“bugs" that should be irored out 
as quickly as possible and not 
wait two years for another leg¬ 
islative session. 

Not too long ago we made 
chattel mortgages illegal, acci¬ 
dentally. Not many people knew 
about It—fortunately—and the 
mistake was corrected. 

A possibility I favor Is a two- 
month session in May and June 
in the off-year. This would give 
us time to handle emergency 
measures and other items of a 
pressing nature. 

Even achieving this will not be 
easy. 

Legislators are men from 
every kind of profession and job 
and they don’t like to be away 
from their work and from their 
families. 

Living Costs A Factor 

Add to this the fa-t that the 
constitution prohibits state pay¬ 
ment of hotel rooms and living 
expenses—a provision that per¬ 
haps made sense when the con¬ 
stitution was adopted in 1870 
but does not make sense in 1963. 

All of that means that this 
desirable change probably won’t 
come about for some time.
